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At  the  session  of  the  Right  Wjirthy  Grand  LoJge,  held 
May,  18G7,  the  following  was  adopted  us  the  Begalia  of  the 
Order. 

Collar  22  inches  in  length,  maximum,  and  IG  inches  min- 
-inuni,  narrow  at  the  top  and  wide  at  the  bottom,  with  the 
outer  corners  roimded.  For  the  First  or  Initiatory  Degree 
— white.  Second  or  Degree  of  Fidelity — blue.  Third,  or 
Degree  of  Charity — purple. 

For  officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  scarlet,  trimmed  witli 
lace  or  fringe.  For  officers  of  Degree  Lodges,  purple  ;  Grand 
Lodges,  scarlet  ;  officers  and  members  of  the  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Lodge,  scarlet,  with  a  small  purple  collar  or  band 
attached. 

Rosettes — white  ground,  blue  with  scarlet  centre  and  yel- 
low star  or  button.  Emblems  in  all  branches,  gold  wreath, 
enclosing  silver  letters  on  the  blue  and  purple  ground,  des- 
ignating the  official  title  of  the  wearer,  on  the  breast.  Rep- 
resentatives may  wear  the  number  of  their  Lodge,  or  the 
abbreviated  name  of  the  State  from  which  they  are  sent,  on 
the  breast.  Initiatory  Degree — no  trimmings  other  than  the 
rosette  are  required,  but,  if  desired,  they  should  be  of  white 
or  silver.  Trimmings  for  the  Second  Degree — silver  ;  and 
for  the  Third— gilt.  For  the  officers  of  Sub-Lodges — gilt  or 
silver. 

For  all  Deputies,  Officers  of  Grand  or  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
— gilt  trimmings  shall  be  used. 

Deputies,  Grand  Lodge  and  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  regalia 
shall  be  fully  trimmed  with  lace  and  stars,  or  embroidery 
emblems,  fringe  and  tassel.  Members  may  wear  the  regalia 
of  the  degrees  attained,  at  all  meetings  of  the  Order,  if 
desired. 
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ARTICLE  I. —Name  and  Jurisdiction. 

Sec.  1. — This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Grand  Temple 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Good  Templars  of  Canada,  and 
shall  be  composed  of  its  Officers  and  Past  Officers,  Represen- 
tatives and  Past  Representatives,  who  are  contributing 
membere-of  the  several  Temples  subordinate  to  this  Grand 
Temple,  and  who  have  been  admitted  as  required  by  this 
Constitution. 

Sec.  2. — This  Grand  Temple  has  jurisdiction  over  all 
Temples  now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  receive  and 
work  under  Charters  granted  by  this  Grand  Temple.  It  is 
the  supreme  tribunal  of  the  Order,  in  its  jurisdiction,  and 
without  its  sanction  no  Temple  can  exist.  It  possesses  the 
sole  right  and  p  jwer,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  of 
granting  or  suspending  Charters,  receiving  appeals,  and 
redrestjing  giievanr  .<  arising  in  Temples  ;  originating  and 
regulating  the  means  ci  its  own  support ;  deciding  all  ques- 
tions arising  out  of  tiiis  or  Subordinate  Constitution,  By- 
Laws,  and  Rules  of  Order ;  and  the  doing  of  all  other  acts 
necessary  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Order,  provided 
the  same  are  not  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  or  Con- 
stitution of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  II.— Session  and  Representation. 

Sec.  1. — The  Grand  Temple  shall  hold  a  regular  Annual 
Session,'commencing  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  November, 
at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  shall  continue  to  meet  at  the  same 
or  an  earlier  hour,  from  day  to  day,  consecutively  (Sundays 
excepted),  until  the  close  of  the  session. 

Sec.  2. — Location  and  Annual  Session. — The  Chartered 
location  of  this  Grand  Temple  shall  be  the  City  of  Hamilton, 
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Province  of  Ontario  ;  but  the  Grand  Temple  sliall  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  each  Annual  S(?ssion, 
immediately  afte]-  the  approval  of  the  minutes,  determine 
by  ballot  the  place  of  its  next  annual  Session ;  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice.  In 
case  there  should  be  no  choice  on  the  first  ballot,  the  Temple 
sliall  proceed  immediately  to  vote  again,  and  the  choice  shall 
in  such  case  be  confined  to  the  two  places  having  the  largest 
number  of  votes  on  the  first  ballot. 

Sec.  3. — Poiver  of  Members. — The  business  of  the  Grand 
Temple  shall  be  transacted  by  the  Officers  and  Representa- 
tives thereof,  who  are  elected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  nevertheless  members  who  have  filled  the  office  of  W. 
C.  T.,  orW.  V.  T.,  who  are  contribu^ng  members  of  Temples 
subordinate  to  this  Grand  Temple,  may  be  admitted  as  vis- 
itors to  this  Grand  Temple,  and  be  present  at  its  Session, 
but  none  except  Representatives  shall  be  permitted  to  vote 
on  any  subject  at  the  Sessions. 

Sec.  i.— Credentials.— To  entitle  a  P.  W.  C.  T.  or  W.  C. 
T.,  P.  W.  v.,  or  W.  V.  T.  to  be  admitted  to,  and  become 
members  of,  the  Grand  Temple,  he  or  she  must  produce  a 
certificate  under  the  seal  of  their  respective  Temples,  signed 
by  the  W.  C.  T.  and  W.  S.  thereof,  and  dated  not  more  than 
four  weeks  prior  to  the  session  of  Grand  Temple  to  which 
they  present  themselves,  as  evidence  that  he  or  she  has  serv- 
ed a  regular  term  as  W.  C.  T.  or  W.  V.  T.,  or  the  balance  of 
the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurred  on  account  of  re- 
signation or  removal  by  death  or  otherwise,  of  a  formeo: 
incumbent  (or  if  a  W.  C.  T.  or  W.  V.  T.)  that  he  or  she 
is  a  contributing  member  of  a  Temple  subordinate  to  this 
Grand  Temple  at  the  time  of  meeting  of  said  Session  of 
Grand  Temple. 
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Sec.  5. — Votes. — Every  Temple  sliall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote,  where  the  number  of  members  returned  in  the  last 
Quarterly  Report  shall  be  fifty  or  less,  ahd  one  vote  for 
each  additional  fifty  members.  Each  representative  shall, 
whenever  the  votes  are  taken  by  Temples,  be  entitled  to  cast 
the  number  of  votes  to  which  the  Temple  he  or  she  repre- 
sents is  entitled.  All  questions  find  votes  before  this  Grand 
Temple,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  shall 
be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Representa- 
tives present. 
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Sec.  C. — The  voting  shall  be  by  Yeas  and  I^Tays,  unless 
otherwise  provided  for ;  and  when  so  taken  each  Represen- 
tative shall  only  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  shall  be  so  re- 
corded ;  but  always  at  the  request  of  five  Representatives, 
the  vote  shall  be  by  Temples,  according  to  section  5  of  this 
-Article. 

Sec.  7. — Rcjrresentatives  and  Election. — Every  Subordi: 
nate  Temple  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Representative  for  each 
vote.  The  election  of  Representatives  shall  be  held  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  October  in  each  year,  to  serve  for  one 
year  thereafter.  The  balloting  shall  be  with  printed  or 
written  ballots,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be 
necessary  to  select.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  at  any  time  in 
the  same  manner,  to  serve  the  residue  of  the  term.  Repre- 
sentatives elected  under  this  section  shall  be  styled  regular 
Representatives. 

Sec.  8. — Proxy  Bepresentatives. — Each  Temple  shall  have 
the  right  to  elect  for  the  same  term,  Proxy  Representatives, 
to  act  only  in  the  absence  of  the  Regular  Representatives. 

Sec.  d.—EU(jihiUty.— Any  F.  W.  C.  T.  or  VV.  C.  T.,  P.  W 

V.  T.  or  W.  V.  T.  in  good  standing  in  a  Temple  subordinate 
to  this  Grand  Temple,  shall  be  eligible  as  Regular  or  Proxy 
Representatives.  A  Representative  may  represent  five 
Temples  located  in  the  County  in  which  he  or  she  resides  or 
is  a  member,  provided  the  combined  vote  of  the  five  Temples 
does  not  exceed  six  ;  Representatives  representing  not  more 
than  two  Temples  to  cast  the  full  vote  to  which  the  Temples 
are  entitled  ;  but  no  one  can  be  elected  (or  acknowledged) 
as  a  regular  Representative  except  from  the  Temple  of  which 
lie  or  she  is  a  member. 

Sec.  10. — The  actual  necessary  expenses  of  Regular  Re- 
presentatives attending  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Temple, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Temples  electing  them,  unless  a  majo- 
rity of  the  members  present  object  thereto  at  the  time  of 
election.  No  Temple  can  be  allowed  representation  in  the 
Grand  Temple  unless  its  percentage  has  been  paid. 

Sec.  11. — Forfeiture. — Violation  of  the  pledge,  or  loss  of 
standing  in  a  subordinate  Temple,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of 
membership  in  the  Grand  Temple. 

Sec.  12. — Quorum. — The  Grand  Temple  shall  not  be  open- 
ed unlefis  ten  of  the  Subordinate  Temples  are  represented. 
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ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

Sec.  1.— The  Officers  of  the  Grand  Temple  shall  be  :

Se<.'.  2. — When  and  How  Elected. — The  election  of  Grand 
Officers  shall  take  place  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day 
immediately  after  fixing  the  place  for  the  succeeding  Session. 
Any  member  of  the  Grand  Temple  shall  be  eligible,  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  In 
case  no  candidate  shall  receive  a  majority  on  the  first  ballot, 
the  Representatives  shall  proceed  immediately  to  ballot 
again,  and  the  balloting  shall  be  confined  to  the  two 
candidates  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  on  the  first 
ballot. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1. — The  G.  W.  U.  T.  shall  preside  at  all  the  Sessions 
of  the  Grand  Temple,  preserve  order  therein,  and  enforce  a 
due  observance  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this 
Grand  Temple.  All  questions  of  Order,  and  all  decisions 
made  by  him  fehall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  from  his  decision 
to  the  Grand  Temple,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  put  the 
question  on  all  such  appeals ;  he  may  appoint  all  Grand 
Ofiicers  jpro  tern.,  and  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for ;  he  shall  give  the  casting  vote  in  all  cases  of  a  tie,  except 
at  the  election  of  officers ;  he  shall  order  the  T.  to  pay  all 
sums  of  money  voted  by  the  Grand  Temple  ;  he  may  grant 
dispensations  on  applicaticn  of  a  Temple  to  confer  Degrees 
on  a  member  without  delay;  he  shall  give  such  instiiictions, 
from  time  to  time,  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  to  the  Deputies 
or  the  Temples,  as  may  be  necessary  ;  he  may  summon  any 
one  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  require  from  him  information 
respecting  his  office  ;  he  shall  personally,  or  by  Deputy, 
visit  each  Temple  under  his  jurisdiction,  when  requii'ed  to 
do  so  ;  he  shall,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  appoint  a  D.  G.  W.  C.  T.  for  each  County  where 
such  is  required,  and  appoint  P.  D.  G.  W.  C.  T.  as  he  maj- 
deem  expedient  and  circumstances  require,  and  shall,  at  the 
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oi)eniug  of  each  session  of  the  Grand  Temple,  give  a  full 
rej^ort  in  writing  of  his  official  transactions. 

Sao.  2 — The  Grand  "Worthy  Counsellor  shall  assist  the 
G.  W.  C.  T.  in  presiding,  and  in  his  absence  shall  fill  the 
chair  for  him. 

Sec.  S.— The  G.  W.  V.  T.  shall  assist  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  in 
conducting  the  business  of  the  Grand  Temple;  she  shall  have 
special  charge  of  the  door,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  G.  \V, 
C.  T.  and  G.  W.  C.  she  shall  preside. 

Sec.  4.— The  G.  W.  S.  shall  make  a  just  and  true  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Temple  at  every  Session, 
and  transmit,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  Ses- 
sion, to  the  Subordinate  Temples,  printed  copies  thereof ;  he 
shall  keep  the  accounts  between  the  Grand  Temple  and  Sub- 
ordinates ;  he  shall  receive  all  the  mo^'es  coming  to  the 
G.  T. ,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  without  de- 
lay, taking  his  receipt  for  the  tjame,  and  on  the  30th  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  shall  have  all  accounts  in  the  books 
fully  balanced,  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  Session  shall 
present  a  balance  sheet  to  the  G.  T.  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers; he  shall  issue  all  necessary  notices  to  the  Subordinates 
and  Representatives,  and  superintend  such  printing  as  the 
G.  T.  shall  direct ;  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are 
hereby  provided  for,  or  that  may  be  ordered  by  the  G.  T. ; 
he  shall  receive  such  a  salary  as  may  be  fixed  upon  at  each 
annual  Session  of  the  G,  Temple,  which  salary  shall  be  paid 
quarterly  ;  and  shall  previous  to  his  installation,  give  bonds 
to  the  two  officers  mentioned  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this 
Article,  officially,  in  such  fomi  and  penalty  and  with  such 
sureties  as  the  Grand  Temple  shall  approve  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties  ;  and  at  the  close  of  his  term  shall 
make  a  full  report  of  his  acts  to  the  G.  Temple.  The  office 
ol"  G.  W.  S.  shall  not  necessarily  be  at  the  chartered  location. 

Sec.  5  — The  G.  W  T.  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of 
tlie  monies  of  the  Grand  Temple  ;  pay  all  orders  drawn  on 
him  by  the  G.  W.  C .  T.  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Temple 
and  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretaiy ;  keep 
his  accounts  in  such  a  manner  as  will  exhibit  the  sources 
and  amt)unt  of  receipts,  and  by  whom  paid,  the  purposes 
and  amount  of  disbursements,  and  to  whom  paid ;  have  liis 
accounts  closed  up   to  the   30th  day  of  October  in   each 
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year,  and  submit  them  to  the  Finance  Committee  at  the 
appointed  time,  and  make  a  full  report  to  the  G.  T.  at  the 
close  of  his  term  of  office.  He  shall  within  two  weeks  after 
mstallation  sublmit  the  names  of  two  responsible  persons  as 
sureties,  who,  after  the  approval  of  the  Executive,  shall,  with 
himself,  enter  into  good  and  sufficient  bonds  to  the  officials 
mentioned  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  article,  after  which, 
he  shall  be  recognized  officially  as  the  G.  W.  Treasurer  of 
tliis  Grand  Temple.  In  the  event  of  liis  failing  to  give  the 
necessary  security,  the  office  shall  be  declared  vacant,  and  a 
successor  be  immediately  appointed. 

Sec.  6. — The  Grand  Worthy  Chaplain  shall  attend  the 
Sessions  of  the  Grand  Temple,  and  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

•  Sec.  7. — The  Grand  Woi-thy  Marshal  shall  mtroduce  the 
Grand  officers  at  thetr  installation  ;  new  members  at  their 
initiation,  assisted  by  the  Grand  Worthy  Deputy  Marshal, 
conduct  the  processions  of  the  Grand  Temple,  he  shall,  at 
the  opening  of  the  session,  see  the  officers'  badges  in  their 
proper  places,  and  at  the  close  see  that  they  are  collected 
and  put  in  possession  of  the  G.  W.  S. 

Sec.  8. — The  Grand  Worthy  Deputy  Marshal  shall  assist 
the  G.  W.  M.  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Se(!.  9. — The  Grand  Worthy  Guards  shall  guard  the 
door,  and  see  that  none  enter  or  retire  but  those  duly 
authorized. 

Se<3.  10. — The  County  Deputies  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
the  G.  W.  C.  T.,  be  the  head  of  the  Order  in  their  respective 
localities,  whose  decisions  shall  be  final,  in  all  questions 
pertaining  to  the  working  and  Rules  of  the  Order,  unless  an 
appeal  be  made  therefrom  to  the  G.  T.  ;  they  may  grant  dis- 
pensations to  Temples  within  their  respective  localities,  as 
per  constitution,  forwarding  the  returns  at  once  to  the  G. 
W.  S.,  and  in  the  absence  of  tlie  Temple  Deputy  of  tlio 
Subordinate  Temple,  shall  perform  liis  duties. 

Sec;.  11. —  Temple  Deputies :  how  chosen. — Each  Subordi- 
nate Temple  shall,  on  the  second  regular  meeting  in  August, 
fleet  for  one  year,  or  until  a  successor  shall  be  duly  appoint- 
ed, a  P.  W.  C.  T.  or  W.  C.  T.,  P.  W.  V.  T.  or  W.  V.  T., 
as  Temple  Deputy,  and  shall  immediately  forward  to  the 
(Jr.  W.  S.  a  Certificate  thereof,   signed  by  the  W.  C.  T.  and 
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W.  S. ,  with  the  seal  of  the  Temple  attached,  and  ou  recei\;iug 
said  certificate  the  G.  W.  S.  shall  send  a  commission  to  the 
said  Temple  Deputy  to  serve  during  the  term  of  his  election. 

Sec.  12. — Powers  and  Duties  of  Temple  Deputies. — It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Temple  Deputy  to  install  the  Officers 
of  his  Temple  ;  to  see  that  the  quarterly  returns  are  pro- 
perly made  out  and  percentage  paid  before  he  installs  the 
Officers  or  imparts  the  password,  and  shall  at  once  forward 
the  returns  and  percentage  to  the  G.  W.  S.  All  communi- 
cations for  the  Temple  shall  be  addressed  to  the  said  De- 
puty. He  shall  be  the  organ  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  in  his 
Temple,  and  decide  all  questions  of  law  that  may  be  submit- 
ted to  him  by  his  Temple  or  the  members  thereof,  subject, 
however,  to  an  appeal  to  the  County  Deputy.  He  shall 
report  forthwith  all  cases  of  violation  on  the  part  of  his 
Temple  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Temple,  or  of  disobedience  to  its  lawful  command.  He  shall 
pubmit  to  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  a  written  quarterlv  report,  em- 
liracing  the  decisions  he  has  made,  and  such  other  matters 
as  the  Grand  Temple  may  direct. 

Sec.  13. — All  Grand  Officers  shall,  in  addition  to  those 
specified  in  this  Constitution,  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  Grand  Temple  may  enjoin. 

ARTICLE  v.— Offences  and  Vacancies. 

Sec.  1. — Any  officer  of  the  Grand  Temple,  wlio  shall  have 
violated  his  or  her  obligation,  shall  ]>e  depiived  of  all  official 
honors,  and  if  reinstated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  any  Grand 
office  sooner  than  two  years  thereafter.  Furthermore,  any 
Grand  Officer  who  shall  violate  the  pledge  shall  not  be  eli- 
gible to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Temple  sooner  than  five  years. 

Sec.  2. — Any  Grand  Officer  may  be  removed  from  office 
by  tlie  Grand  Temple  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty,  but 
sliall  be  entitled  to  a  fair  trial,  and  two-thirds  of  the  vote? 
of  the  Representatives  present  sliall  be  necessary  for  a  re- 
moval, and  no  ofHcer  shall  officiate  while  under  charge. 

Se<\  i\. — Any  Representative  may  be  expelled  from  his  or 
lier  seat  for  misconduct,  upon  vote  of  two-thirds  of  tha 
Representatives  present,  at  any  meeting  after  a  copy  of  the 
resohition  to  expel  shall  have  been  served  on  him  or  lier. 

Sec.  4.— Vacancies  in  the  Grand  offices  shall    be  filled  bv 
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the  Grand  Temple,   if  in  session,  if  not,  then  hj  tl.    Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  for  the  term  of  the  former  incumbents 

ARTICLE  VI.— Committees. 

Sec.  1. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  G. 
W.  C.  T.,  G.  W.  C,  G.  W.  S.,  G.  W.  T.,  and  last  P.  G.  W 
C.  T. ,  who  shall  act  during  the  interim  of  the  Sessions  of 
the  Grand  Temple,  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  them  :  have  power  to  originate  laws  in  all  cases  of 
emergency,  where  there  is  no  constitution  to  apply,  hear 
and  decide  upon  all  cases  of  appeal  or  charges  against 
Temples  or  Officers  occurring  during  the  interim,  call  special 
sessions  of  the  Grand  Temple  when  important  business 
requires,  at  such  points  as  shall  seem  for  tlie  best  interests 
of  the  Order,  have  charge  of  all  property  belonging  to  this 
G.  T.  not  under  the  control  of  special  officers,  thus  becoming 
the  legal  trustees  of  this  Grand  Temple,  in  and  througli 
whom  this  Grand  Temple  shall  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded  in  all  Courts  of  law  in  this  Province.  All  new 
decisions  and  important  official  documents  emanating  from 
this  Committee  must  receive  the  sanction  of  the  majority 
tliereof  before  being  issued.  Of  this  Committee,  G.  W.  C. 
T.  shall  be  chaii-man,  and  sliall  direct  the  G.  W.  S.  to  call 
meetings  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  the  interests  of  the 
Order  may  recjuire,  and  at  each  Session  of  the  Grand  Tem- 
ple shall  give  a  full  report  of  all  tlic  transactions  of  said 
Committee. 

Sec.  2. — There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  session 
tlie  following  Standing  Committees,  which  will  regularly 
perform  such  duties  relating  to  the  subject  on  which  they 
are  appointed,  as  the  Grand  Temple  may  direct : 
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The  above  committees  shall  consist  of  five  members  each, 
except  the  Finance  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  two 
members,  appointed  as  provided  in  Sec.  2,  and   the  Printing 
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Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  of 
which  the  G.  W.  S.  shall  be  chairman. 

Sec.  3. — The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  two 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  Annual 
Session  of  this  Grand  Temple.  It  shall  be  the  cluty  of  this 
committee  to  audit  the  books  of  tht  G.  W.  C.  T.,  G.  W.  S. 
and  G.  W.  T.,  together  with  all  bills,  accounts  and  vouchers 
for  the  year,  and  at  the  annual  session  succeeding  election 
to  report  fully  thereon,  as  early  as  practicable  after  the 
opening  of  each  annual  session  ;  to  ascertain  and  report  at 
the  commencement  of  each  annual  session  the  amount  re- 
quired for  tlie  expenses  of  the  Grand  Temple  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  of  Finance  as  they  may 
deem  expedient. 

ARTICLE  VII.— APPEALS. 

Sec.  1. — In  all  cases  where  a  member  of  a  Temple  has 
l>een  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled,  or  has  been 
deprived  of  any  right,  honor,  privilege,  or  benefit,  by  his  or 
her  Temple,  he  or  she  may  appeal  to  the  County  Deputy,  by 
filing  with  the  Secretary  of  his  or  her  Temple  a  notice  of 
tlie  appeal,  with  the  grounds  thereof;  and  thereupon  the 
Temple  shall,  without  delay,  send,  under  seal,  to  the  D.  G. 
W.  C.  T.  for  the  County  such  notice  of  appeal,  together 
with  certified  copies  of  the  minutes,  charges,  evidence,  and 
other  books  and  papers  in  the  possession  or  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Temple,  relating  to  the  subject  and  matter  of 
appeal ;  and  thereupon  the  D.  G.  W.  C.  T.  shall  hear  and 
determine  the  appeal. 

Sec.  2. — The  County  Deputy  shall  file  his  decision,  with 
the  grounds  tlKU'eof,  with  the  Temple,  and  deliver  a  copy  to 
the  opposite  party.  Either  party  feeling  agg^'ieved  by  his 
decision,  may  take  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Temple,  if  in 
session,  or  if  not,  then  to  the  Executive  Committee,  which 
appeal  shall  be  heard  upon  the  same  papers  submitted  to 
D.  G.  W.  C.  T.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  D.  G.  W.  C.  T. 
on  notice  from  the  appellant,  to  transmit  all  .^uch  papers  to 
tlie  G.  W.  S. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— PvLVKNiE. 

Sec.  1. — The  Revenue  of  this  Grand  Temple  shall  be 
raised  for  the  necessary  expenses  thereof. 
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Sec.  2.— Such  Rerenue  shall  Le  derived  from  Charter 
fees,  the  sale  of  books,  odes,  cards  and  blanks,  constitutions, 
seals  and  assessments,  hereinafter  provided :  and  any  Temple 
found  purchasing  such  property  from  any  other  person  than 
the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary  shall  be  liable  to  a  charge. 

Sec.  4. — At  each  Annual  Session  the  Finance  Committee 

shall  ascertain,  as  nearlj'  as  possible,  what  amount  of  money 

wiW  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  what  may  be  received  for 

Charters,  &c. ,  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Grand 
Temple  for  the  current  year ;  and  the  amount  so  estimated 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  Subordinate  Temples,  fixing  it  at 
so  much  per  member.  Each  Subordinate  Temple  8hall,with 
the  quarterly  returns  of  November,  February,  May  and 
August  of  each  year,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  mem- 
bers then  returned,  pay  to  the  County  Deputy  or  Installing 
Officer,  their  quarterly  assessment,  and  no  Installing  OflScer 
shall  communicate  the  password  for  th6  quarter  until  the 
quarterly  returns  and  the  percentage  of  the  G.  T.  shall  be 
in  his  hands,  and  the  installing  officer  shall  immediately 
forward  the  same  to  the  G.  W.  S.

Sec.  1. — On  the  written  application  of  nine  or  more  per- 
sons, of  good  standing  in  the  community,  prajing  for  a  char- 
ter to  open  a  Temple,  the  Grand  Temple  or  Executive 
Committee  during  the  recess  moy  gi'ant  the  same,  if  the 
majority  consider  it  expedient:  and  such  Temple  shall  re- 
ceive its  Charter  and  the  necessary  instructions  from  the  G. 
W.  C.  T.  or  the  D.  G.  C.  T.,  or  one  especially  deputed. 

Sec.  2. — At  the  end  of  each  quarter,  every  Subordinate 
Temple  shall  report  to  the  Grand  Temple  the  work  thereof 
for  such  quarter,  which  shall  include  the  number  of  those 
initiated,  admitted  by  card,  withdrawn  by  Clearance  Card, 
reinstated,  rejected  and  deceased,  and  the  number  of  those 
suspended  and  expelled,  the  whole  number  in  membership, 
amount  due  the  Grand  Temple,  and  the  result  of  election  of 
officers  for  the  succeeding  quarter,  also  the  names  of  trustees 
or  corporation. 
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Sev.  3. — All  laws,  regulations,  or  lules  for  the  government 
of  Subordinate  Temples,  or  the  offijers  thereof,  ^liall  be  in- 
corporated into  the  constitution  thereof;  and  no  changes 
therein  shall  be  made,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  X.— Subordinate  Temples. 

Sec.  1. — No  Subordinate  Temple  shall  be  expelled,  sus- 
pended, or  deprived  of  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  the  constitution. 

Sbc.  2. — Whenever  any  Subordinate  Temple  shall  violate 
the  Cpnstitution,  By-Laws,  Rules,  or  Regulations  of  this 
Grand  Temple,  such  Temple  shall  be  liable  to  trial  and 
punishment  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3. — Before  any  Temple  can  be  put  on  trial,  a  charge 
shall  be  preferred  in  the  Grand  Temple  or  Executive  Com- 
mittee, (by  the  County  Deputy,  a  Subordinate  Temple,  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Temple,  or  Subordinate  Temple  in  the 
same  County)  duly  specifying  the  nature  of  the  offence.  A 
copy  of  the  charge  shall  be  served  upon  said  Subordinate 
Temple  by  the  G.  W.  S.,  and  their  answer,  together  with 
all  papers  connected  therewith,  shall  be  by  the  G.  W.  S. 
laid  before  the  Grand  Temple  or  Executive  Committee  to 
determine  and  settle  the  case. 

Sec.  4. — Upon  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  Temple,  or 
surrender  or  forfeiture  of  its  Charter,  the  Ofl&cers  of  the 
Temple  shall  sm-render  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar 
or  his  Deputy,  all  books  or  papers  belonging  to.  such  Temple, 
and  the  same  diall  be  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Gr.  nd 
Temple. 

Sec.  5. — Any  Subordinate  Temple  failing  to  hold  meetings 
for  three  months,  or  to  make  its  returns  as  required  by  this 
Constitution,  for  nine  months,  shall  be  deemed  an  extinct 
Temple,  and  its  Charter  shall  be  forfeited. 

Se«\  C. — Members  of  a  suspended  or  expelled  Temple,  or 
of  a  Temple  where  the  Charter  has  been  suiTendered  or  for- 
feited, who  were  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  such  sus- 
pension or  dissolution,  shall  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  D.  G.  W.  C.  T.  of  the  County  in  wliich  the  Temple 
was  located,  receive  from  the  G.  'W.  S.  a  certificate  under 
the  seal  of  the  Grand  Temple,  to  enable  them  to  make  appli- 
cation for  admission  to  membership  in  another  Temple,  pro- 
vided such  members  are  not  excluded  by  the  provisions  of 
this  C'wUstitutioii. 
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tatives  present,  constituting  a  quorum  of  the  Grand  Temple. 
The  amendment  proposed  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  tlu*ee,  who  shall  report  thereon  at  the  present  session, 
and  the  Grand  Temple  may  consider  the  same  ;  but  no 
amendment  shall  be  made  to  this  Constitution  except  Iby  a 
two-third  vote,  as  pro\aded  in  Sec.  5  of  Art.  2  of  this 
Constitution. 

Sbc.  7. — Upon  the  application  of  nine  or  more  members 
of  an  extinct  Temple  to  the  Grand  Temple,  for  the  restoration 
of  such  Temple  to  fellowship,  accompanied  with  satisfactory 
evidence  that  a  fair  opportunity  has  been  given  to  all  who 
were  members  in  good  standing  at  the  time  the  same  became 
extinct  to  unite  in  such  application,  may  be  restored  to  fel- 
lowship in  said  Temple,  together  with  the  Charter  and  books 
belonging  to  said  Temple  at  the  time  of  its  extinction,  unless 
such  effects  shall  have  been  previously  disposed  of  by  the 
Grand  Temple. 

ARTICLE  XI. — Privilege  of  Grakd  Temple. 

Sec.  1. — Tliis  Grand  Temple  may  enact,  alter  or  amend 
such  By-Laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  Constitution,  and  of  regulating  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Officers  and  Conamittees,  and  providing  for  the 
safety  and  security  of  the  funds  and  property ;  providing  the 
same  does  not  in  any  way  contravene  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2. — The  Grand  Temple  may  hi  Uke  manner  make 
such  rules  of  the  Order  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  regula- 
tion of  its  session,  and  for  securing  good  order  and  the  dis- 
patch of  business.  Such  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended 
at  any  meeting  by  a  two-third  vote,  provided  that  such  sus- 
pension shall  not  extend  beyond  the  meeting  which  voted 
therefor. 

ARTICLE  XII.— Amendments. 

"Sec.  1. — No  part  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  amended, 
altered,  annulled,  or  suspended,  nor  shall  any  addition  be 
made  thereto,  except  at  the  Annual  Session,  and  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2. — A  proposition  to  amend  this  Constitution  shall 
be  recommended  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Represen-

8 — Reports  of  Special  Committees,  by  seniority,   and   dis- 
position of  the  same. 
9 — Unfinished  and  defended  business. 
10 — New  business. 
11 — Good  of  the  Order. 

II.  Should  the  foregoing  order  of  business  not  be  com- 
pleted at  one  meeting  of  a  session,  the  order  shall  be  resum- 
ed at  tlie  next  meeting  where  it  stopped  at  the  pre'V'ious 
meeting,  except  that  the  first  five  branches  of  the  foregoing 
order  shall  be  called  at  each  meeting. 

III.  All  documents  requiring  to  go  before  a   standing 
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Committee  shall  be  referred  to  the  same  by  the  G.  W.  S. 
at  each  session,  so  soon  as  received,  without  reading.  A 
briei'  note  of  such  reference  shall  be  made  in  the  minutes  or 
in  his  next  report. 

IV.  Every  member  desiring  to  address  the  Grand  Temple 
shall  rise,  announce  his  name  and  the  Temple  to  wliich  he 
belongs,  and  address  the  G.  W.  C.  T. 

V.  The  name  of  a  member  shall  not  be  used  iij  debate, 
but  he  shall  be  designated  by  the  office  he  holds,  or  as  the 
Representative  of  liis  Temple.  • 

VI.  No  member  shall  speAk  or  vote  unless  clothed  in  the 
established  regalia  of  the  Grand  Temple. 

VII.  The  G.  "W.  C.  T.,  while  presiding,  shall  state  every 
question  coming  before  the  Grand  Temple,  before  suffering 
debate  thereon ;  and  immediately  before  putting  it  to  vote, 
shall  ask,  "  Is  the  Grand  Temple  ready  for  the  question  ?" 
t^iould  no  member  rise  to  speak,  and  the  Grand  Temple 
indicate  their  readiness,  he  shall  rise  to  take  their  question 
and  after  he  has  risen  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
speak  upon  it. 

VIII.  When  ihe  decision  of  the  G.  W.  Q.  T.  on  points 
of  order  is  appealed  from,  he  shall  state  his  decision,  and  the 
reason  therefor  from  the  chair.  The  party  appealing  shall 
then  briefly  state  the  reason  for  appeal,  after  which  without 
further  debate,  the  question  shall  be  put  thus  :  "  Will  the 
Grand  Temple  stand  by  the  chair  in  its  decision?" 

IX.  Every  person  while  speaking  shall  confine  himself 
to  the  question  under  debate,  avoid  all  personal  and  inde- 
corous language,  as  well  as  any  reflection  on  the  Grand  Temple 
or  its  members. 

X.  Should  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  the  chair  shall  decide  who  shall  have  the  floor. 

XI.  No  member  shall  disturb  another  in  his  speech,  ex- 
cept to  call  him  to  ordei  for  words  spoken. 

XII.  If  a  member  while  speaking,  shall  be  called  to 
order  at  the  request  of  the  chair,  he  shall  cease  speaking, 
and  take  his  seat  until  the  question  of  order  is  determined, 
when  if  permitted,  he  may  again  proceed. 

XIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  oh  the 
same  question  until  all  the  members  wishing  to  speak  shall 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  nor  more  than  twice 
v/ithcut  tli3  p2r:uic2:on  ol   the  chaii-.    A    Hepreseutative 
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shall  not  speak  more  than  ten  minutes  on  any  question  at 
one  time,  without  special  permission  of  the  Grand  Temple. 

XIY.  All  resolutions  and  motions,  except  the  first  six  in 
Bule  17i)h,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  before  the  Grand 
Worthy  Chief  Templar  shall  state  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Temple. 

XV.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  s'lall  be 
taken  first  on  the  highest  sum  or  number,  and  the  longest 
or  latest  time  proposed. 

XVI.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  tha  ques- 
tion when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

XVII.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Grand  Temple,  no 
naotion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  adjourn,  to  close,  to  de- 
bate, to  take  the  previous  question,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  definite  time,  to  refer 
or  to  amend.  They  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here- 
in arranged,  the  first  four  of  which  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

XVIII.  If  a  motion  to  adjourn  be  adopted,  and  the  Grand 
Temple  has  not  previously  resolved  on  the  adjournment  to 
close  the  session,  or  meet  at  a  particular  period,  the  effect  of 
the  motion  shall  be  to  adjourn  to  next  day. 

XIX.  The  motion  to  close  the  debate  may  be  made  by  any 
two  members,  and  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  "  shall  the 
debate  now  close  ?"  and  if  adopted,  the  effect  shall  be  to 
proceed  to  take  the  question  on  the  resolution  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  according  to  priority  without  further  debate. 

XX.  The  motion  to  take  the  previous  question  may  be 
made  by  any  two  members,  and  shall  be  put  in  this  form, 
"Shall  the  main  question  be  now  taken ?"  and  if  adopted 
the  effect  shall  be  to  take  the  question  on  the  original  reso- 
lution, to  the  exclusion  of  all  debate  and  all  amendments 
which  have  not  been  adopted. 

XXI.  The  effect  of  the  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  it 
adopted,  shall  be  to  prevent  the  question  being  taken  up 
again  at  the  same  session  without  a  two-third  vote. 

XXII.  No  resolution,  which  has  been  rejected  or  indefi- 
nitely postponed  at  the  regular  session,  shall  be  renewed  at 
the  same  session. 

XXIII.  All  votes,  other  than  on  amendments  to  the 
By-Laws,  may  be  reconsidered  at  the  same  or  next  succeed- 
ing regular  meeting,  upon  a  motion  made  and  seconded  by 
two  members  who  voted  in  the  majority,  provided  the  Grand 
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Temple  agree  thereto,  but  after  a  motion  to  rerconsider  has 
been  once  lost  it  shall  not  be  renewed. 

XXIV.  Every  representative  present  shall  vote  on  ajl 
questions  before  the  Grand  Temple,  unless  he  personaUy,  oi' 
his  Temple  is  interested  in  the  result,  or  he  has  been  excus- 
ed or  otherwise  incapacitated. 

XXV.  A  motion  to  excuse  a  member  from  voting  shall 
be  put  without  debate. 

XXVI.  No  member  shall  enter  or  leave  the  Grand 
Temple  during  the  initiation,  or  the  taking  of  a  qiiestion  by 
Yeas  and  Nays  ;  nor  shall  members  be  permitted  to  enter 
during  the  reading  of  the  minutes. 

XXVII.  'W'h«n  a  motion  has  been  declared  carried  or 
lost  by  a  show  of  hands,  any  member,  before  the  Grand 
Temple  proceeds  io  other  business,  may  call  for  a  count,  but 
the  yeas  and  nays  cannot  be  called  unless  demanded  before 
the  G.  W.  C.  T.  rises  to  take  the  question. 

XXVIII.  All  reports  of  committees  must  be  in  writing, 
and  when  read  to  the  Grand  Temple  shall  be  considered  as 
discharged  without  a  vote,  unless  otherwise  ordered;

Sec.  3.— No  suspended  member  of  another  Temple  can  be 
received  into  membership  of  this  Temple  except  on  being 
reinstated,  and  receiving  a  Card  of  Clearance  from  the  Tem- 
ple which  suspended  him  or  her;  neither  can  a  member  hold 
membersliip  in  two  Temples  at  the  same  time. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Fees  and  Dues. 

Sec.  1. — The  initiation  fee  of  this  Temple  shall  not  be  less 
than  fifty  cents  for  each  male,  and  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  female  person  initiated,  payable  in  advance.  Each 
Temple  shall  regulate  its  weekly  dues  so  as  to  meet  their 
expenditure — the  dues  to  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance. 

ARTICLE  v.— Degrees. 

Sec.  1. — A  member  who  is  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  who 
has  been  in  membership  one  month,  shall  be  ehgible  for  De- 
grees ;  but  shall  not  be  elected  to  more  than  one  Degree  at 
the  same  meeting,  unless  by  dispensation  from  the  G.  W.  C. 
T.,  or  D.G.W.C.T.  for  the  County,  or  Deputy  of  the  Temple. 

Sec.  2. — AppUcations  for  Degrees  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  fee,  and  shall  be  made  by  the  Financial  Secretary, 
who,  at  the  proper  time,  must  apply  for  the  same  to  the  De- 
gree Temple,  and  state  that  the  member  is  entitled  to  De- 
grees applied  for,  that  she  or  he  has  applied  for  the  same, 
and  that  the  applicant  is  in  good  stanchng,    and  of  proper 
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age.  Whenever  the  Temple  is  open  in  said  Degree,  a  ballot 
i^all  be  had,  and  if  not  more  than  four  black  balls  appear, 
the  Degree  shall'be  granted. 

Skc.  8.— All  applications  for  Degrees  must  be  balloted  for 
in  the  Temple  opened  in  the  particular  Degree  applied  for 
and  the  proceedings  of  the  Temple  when  balloting  for  degrees 
or  conferring  the  same,  are  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  4. — The  Degrees  shall  be  conferred  by  the  G.W.C.T. 
C.  D.,  T.  D.  or  W.  C.  T.  of  Degree  Temple.  The  officer 
conferring  the  Degrees  may  caU  to  his  aid  such  qualified 
members  of  the  Order  as  he  may  desire. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Officers. 


Sec  1. — The  elective  officers  of  this  Temple  shall  consist 
of  W.  C.  T.— W.  V.  T.— W.  S.— W.  T.— W.  F.  S.— W.  M. 
— W.  I.  G.  and  W.  O.  G. 

Sec.  2 — The  appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  W.  C. — 
W.  A.  S.— W.  D.  jM.— W.  R.  H.  S.— W.  L.  H.  S. 

Sec.  3. — All  officers  must  be  clear  of  any  charge  on  the 
books. 

Sec.  4. — No  brother  shall  be  eUgible  to  the  office  of  W. 
C.  T.  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  no  sister  to 
the  office  of  W.  V.  T.  wlio  is  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Sec.  5.  — After  the  Temple  has  been  instituted  three  full 
terms,  no  member  shall  bo  eligible  to  the  office  of  W.  C.  T. 
unless  he  has  served  a  regular  term  in  some  subordinate 
office,  either  elective  or  appointed,  or  has  served  as  P.  W. 
C.  T.  during  the  first  quarter  of  a  Temple. 

Sec.  G. — The  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at 
the  last  regular  meeting  of  each  term,  and  installed  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  tlie  succeeding  term.  All  elections 
for  officers  must  be  made  by  paper  ballots. 

Sec.  7. — Vacancies  in  any  elective  office  may  be  filled  at 
any  regular  meeting. 

SfiC.  8. — Any  officer  absenting  himself  or  herself  from  the 
Temple  for  three  succeeding  nights,  then*  seats  may  be  de- 
clared vacant  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pre- 
sent, V  iless  sufMcient  excuse  for  their  absence  be  given. 

Sec.  9. — In  case  the  scat  of  any  officer  becomes^  vacant 
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such  vacancy  shall  be  filled,  and  any  member  who  shall  be 
elected  to,  and  installed  in  such  office,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  full  honors  of  the  term.  Any  officer  resigning  his  or  her 
office,  shall  forfeit  the  honors  pertaining  to  such  offioe. 

Sec.  10. — If  the  Temple  fails  to  elect  or  install  its  officers, 
or  any  of  them,  at  the  same  time  named  in  Section  6  of  this 
article,  suah  installation  may  take  place  at  any  subsequent 
meeting  within  three  weeks  thereafter ;  and  in  case  they  do 
not  present  themselves  within  three  weeks  for  installation, 
then  iheir  seats  shall  be  declared  vacant,  and  a  new  election 
and  instdllation  shall  take  place.  Any  section  of  the  Con- 
stitution conflicting  with  this  section  is  hereby  repealed. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  C.  T.  to  -preside 
in  the  Temple,  to  enforce  a  due  observance  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  and  exact  acompUance  with  the  rules  and 
usages  of  the  Order  :  to  see  that  aU  officers  perform  then* 
respective  duties  ;  appoint  all  committees  and  officers  not 
otherwise  provided  for ;  ^ye  the  casting  vote  on  all  matters 
before  the  Temple,  when  a  tie  may  occur  (except  at  tlie 
election  of  officers) ;  inspect  and  announce  the  result  of  all 
balloting  and  other  votes ;  direct  the  W.  S.  to  call  special 
meetings,  when  application  shall  be  made  in  writing  by  five 
members  of  the  Temple  ;  draw  on  the  W.  T.  for  all  «ums 
necessary  to  pay  tlie  appropriations  made  by  the  Temple. 
He  shall,  on  the  night  he  vacates  the  chair,  see  that  the 
quarterly  returns  are  prepared  for  the  Grand  Temple,  and 
certified  by  him,  with  the  seal  of  the  Temple,  and  also  see 
that  whatever  amount  may  be  due  to  the  Grand  Temple,  is 
paid  to  the  iustalling  officer.  He  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  a  constituted  majority  of  the  Temple  or  his  charge 
shall  requhe. 

Sec.  2.— It  aliall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  V.  T.  to  render 
the  W.  C.  such  assistance  as  he  may  require,  and  in  his 
absence  shall  perform  his  duty,  and  in  her  absence  the  senicv 
P.  W.  C.  T.  present  shall  preside. 

Sec.  3. — The  W.  S.  shall  keep  a  fair  and  impartial  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Temple  ;  writo  communications  ; 
till  up  certificates ;  call  special  mootings  when  ordered  by 
the  W.  C.  T, :  attest  all  monies  ordered  to  be  paid  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  and  none  other ;  he  shall  make   out   at   tho 
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end  of  his  term,  for  the  Temple,  a  fiijl  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings dming  liis  term,  and  also  the  quarterly  returns  to 
the  Grfind  Temple,  and  with  the  W.  0.  T. ,  certify  to  the 
same.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  Temple  or  his  charge,  and  deliver  up  to  his 
successor  within  one  week  from  the  expiration  of  his  term, 
all  books,  papers,  or  other  property  in  his  possession,  belong- 
ing to  the  office.  He  shall  notify  all  Subordinate  Temples, 
not  more  than  five  miles  from  its  place  of  meeting,  within 
one  week  after,  of  the  name  of  every  person  suspended,  re- 
jected or  expelled  from  this  Temple 

Sec.  4. — The  W.  A.  S.  shall  be  an  aid  to  the  W.  S.  under 
whose  direction  he  or  slie  shall  act,  and  render  such  assist- 
ance in  the  performance  of  liis  duties  as  he  or  the  Temple 
may  require. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  F.  S.  to  keep  just 
and  true  accounts  between  the  Temple  and  its  members, 
credit  the  amounts  paid,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer immediately,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same.  At  the 
end  of  his  term  he  shall  make  out  for  the  Temple  a  full  re- 
port, and  furnish  the  W.  S.  with  the  amount  of  receipts  for 
initiation  fees  and  dues  during  his  term,  with  any  other 
information  connected  with  his  office  necessary  to  enable 
the  W.  S.  to  prepare  correct  returns  for  the  Grand  Temple. 
He  shall  deliver  up  to  his  successor  all  matters  appertaining 
to  his  office  in  his  possession.  He  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Tempk  or  his  charge  shall  require  of  him. 

Sec.  6.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Worthy  Treasurer  to 
give  a  bond  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  with  such 
security  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Temple,  to  pay  all  or- 
ders drawn  on  him  or  her  by  the  W.  C.  T.,  attested  by  the 
W.  S.,  and  none  otherc.  He  or  she  shall  receive  all  monies 
of  the  Temple,  and  hold  the  same  till  the  expiration  of  his 
or  her  term  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Temple,  shall 
keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  all  monies  received  and 
expended,  and  dehver  up  when  legally  called  upon,  all 
books,  monies  and  other  property  of  the  Temple,  to  his  or 
her  successor  in  office,  or  to  whom  the  Temple  may  appoint. 
He  or  she  shall  make  a  full  report  at  the  end  of  his  or  her 
term,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
him  or  her  by  the  Temple  or  their  charge. 

Sec.  7.— It   shall  be  the  duty  of  tlic  W.  M.  to   introduce 
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for  initiation  persons  who  have  previously  been  elected,  also 
Grand  Officers  and  visitors.  He  shall  examine  those  pres- 
ent at  the  opening  of  the  Temple.  He  shall  see  that  the 
Officers'  regalia  are  in  their  proper  places  at  the  opening  of 
the  Temple,  and  tak^  charge  of  the  same  at  the  close.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  such  property  of  the  Temple  as  maj'  not 
otherwise  be  provided  for. 

Sec.  8. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  D.  M.  to  render 
such  services  as  the  W.  M.  or  the  Temple  may  requii-e  of 
him  or  her. 

Sec.  9. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  I.  G.  to  attend 
the  door,  to  admit  none  but  members  of  the  Order  and  can- 
didates for  initiation. 

Sec.  10-— The  W.  O.  G.  shall  attend  tiie  outside  door,  and 
keep  off  intruders. 

Sec.  11. — The  Deputy  of  a  Temple  siiall,  in  the  absence 
of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.,  install  the  officers,  provided  always  that 
the  quarterly  returns  are  made  out  and  the  percentage  paid 
previous  to  their  installation.  But  in  the  absence  of  the 
T.  D.,  the  C.  D.,  or  P.  D.,  or  the  senior  P.  W.  C.  T.,  or 
the  W.  C.  T  ,  may  on  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Temple,  in- 
stall officers,  grant  dispensations,  or  perform  any  of  the 
duties  of  the  Temple  Deputy. 

Sec.  12. —  Trustees. — At  the  last  regular  meeting  in  Octo- 
ber in  each  year  the  Temple  shall  elect  three  Trustees, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  transact  all  legal  business  of  the 
Temple,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
all  courts  of  law,  if  incorporated,  in  terms  of  the  Act  of  In- 
coi'poration  for  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Temples  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Good  Templars  of  Canada 

ARTICLE  VIII.— Terms. 

Se(;.  1. — The  regular  quarterly  returns  of  this  Temple 
shall  commence  on  the  first  of  November,  Febniary,  May 
and  August,  and  any  Temple  refusing  or  neglecting  to  make 
its  returns  to  the  Grand  Temple,  for  nine  months,  shall 
forfeit  its  Charter. 

Sb^'.  2. — Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  -Offences. 
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Sec.  1. — Any  Officer  of  this  Temple  who  shall  violate  his 
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or  her  pledge,  shall  be  deprived  of  all  official  honors  previ- 
ously attained  to,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  office  sooner 
tlian  one  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  2. — Any  member  who  shall  violate  his  or  her  pledge 
or  obligation,  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws,  shall  be  fined, 
raprimandod,  suspended,  or  expelled,  as  a  majbiity  of  the 
Temple  may  determine.  In  no  ease  shall  suspension  be  for 
a  less  term  than  two  weeks. 

Sec.  3 — Any  member  accused  of  any  offence  against  this 
Order,  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  a  fair  trial.  No 
member  of  the  Temple  shall  be  placed  on  a  trial  for  any 
offence,  except  the  charge  be  duly  made  out  in  writing  and 
signed  by  a  member  of  the  Temple,  and  the  party  accused 
shall  be  put  in  possession  of  a  copy  of  the  charge  and  speci- 
fications, and  have  full  and  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  meeting,  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the 
trial. 

Sec.  4. — The  charge  and  specifications  shall  be  referred  to 
a  committee  of  three  m  good  standing,  who  shall  summon 
the  accused  and  the  accuser  before  the  committee,  and, 
(when  possible  to  do  so),  shall  be  allowed  counsel,  if  they 
wish,  provided  such  counsel  be  a  member  in  good  standing 
in  the  Order ;  said  Committee  shall  report  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  of  tliQ  Temple,  accompanying  said  report  with 
some  recommendation  (as  to  the  mode  of  punislunent), which 
report,  if  adopted,  shall  be  final  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence 
of  the  accused  ;  but  at  the  request  of  either  party,  and  by  a 
two-third  vote,  the  Temple  may,  in  committee  of  the  whole, 
liear  and  determine  the  case  on  the  evidence  produced  before 
the  committee. 

Sec.  5. — All  testimony  received  by  a  committee,  when 
investigating  a  charge  against  a  brother  or  sister,  shall  be 
produced  in  writing  and  read  to  the  Temple  if  required. 

Sec.  C. — If  the  accused  fail  to  appear,  when  duly  sum- 
moned, the  committee  shall  report  hun  or  her  guilty  of  con- 
tempt, which  report  shall  be  final,  and  in  two  weeks  there- 
after the  W.  C.  T.  shall  declare  the  member  expelled,  un- 
less it  shall  appear  that  the  accused  was  unavoidably  absent 
in  which  case  the  accused  sliall  bo  entitled  to  a  re-hearing. 

Sec.  7. — All  votes  for  re-instatenient  or  expulsion  (except 
for  contempt)  shall  be  by  ball  ballot. 
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Sec.  8. — When  any  committee  report  the  charge  sustained 
the  o£fending  person  shall  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended 
or  expelled,  as  a  majority  of  the  Temple,  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing may  determine. 

Sbc.  9. — If  the  accused  be  not  satisfied  with  the  decision 
of  the  Temple,  appeal  maybe  taken  to  the  D.  G.  W.  C.  T. 
of  the  County,  to  whom  the  minutes  of  the  trial  shall  be 
deUvered,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final,  unless  appealed  to 
the  Grand  Temple  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  10. — Any  member  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously 
bring  a  charge  against  a  member,  and  fail  to  prove  the 
same,  shall  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  expelled, 
as  the  majority  of  the  Temple  may  determine. 

Sec.  11. — Any  member  having  been  expelled,  shall  not  be 
again  proposed  for  membership  under  three  months  from 
the  date  of  expulsion,  unless  by  dispensation  from  the  G.  W. 
C,  T.  or  his  Deputy,  at  the  request  of  the  Temple  voting 
expulsion. 

Sec.  12. — Any  member  three  months  in  arrears,  and  if 
within  tlu'ee  months  thereafter  such  arrears  are  not  cancel- 
led, may  be  expelled  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  at 
any  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  13. — Any  member  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  objec- 
tionable or  disorderly  conduct,  or  disrespecttul  language  iu 
the  Temple,  may  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled, an  a  majority  may  direct. 

Sec.  14. — Any  member  withdrawing  from  the  Order  by 
ordering  his  name  to  be  erased  from  the  books,  forfeits  all 
honors  previously  attained. 

ARTICLE  X, — Clearance  and  Travelling  Cards, 

Sec.  1. — A  Card  of  Clearance  can  only  be  granted  and 
used  when  a  member  wishes  to  leave  one  Temple  and  join 
another,  which  card  shall  be  available  for  the  length  of  time 
a  member  pays  his  dues.  A  travelling  card  shall  only  be 
granted  and  used  when  a  member  is  about  to  go  on  a  journey. 

Se(;.  2. — Ai)plication  for  either  Travelling  or  Clearance 
Cards  must  be  made  in  open  Temple,  at  a  regular  meetinf,' 
thereof;  and  the  same  shall  be  grunted,  providing  that 
there  is  no  charge  pending  against  him  or  her,  and  the  mem- 
ber is  clear  on  the  Worthy  Financial  Secretary's  books. 
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Sec.  3. — A  member  receiving  a  Travelling  or  Clearance 
Card  must  pay  all  dues  up  to  the  time  for  which  the  card 
is  drawn,  which  amount  with  the  price  of  card,  must 
accompany  the  apphcation,  and  the  card  shall  be  considered 
granted  the  moment  so  declared  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Sec.  4 — No  strange  member  can  visit  in  any  Temple  with- 
out he  or  she  is  in  possession  of  the  password  for  the  current 
quarter,  unless  he  or  she  presents  a  regular  Travelling  Card 
and  proves  himself  or  herself  in  the  T.  P.  W.  On  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  Card,  the  W.  C.  T.  shall  appoint  a  cormnittee 
of  three  to  examine  the  visitor  ;  one  member  of  the  com- 
mittee must  be  of  the  Third  Degree.  The  Committee  shall 
first  examine  the  visitor  in  the  Travelling  Password,  and  the 
visitor  must  commence.  If  the  Committee  be  satisfied  with 
the  result  of  the  examination,  they  will  introduce  the  visi- 
tor into  the  Temple  without  further  ceremony, 

Sec.  5. — Brothers  or  Sisters  holding  unexpired  Travelling 
Cards  continue  to  be  members  of  the  Order,  and  are 
amenable  to  the  laws  of  their  respective  Temples  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  members,  allowed  to  visit  Temples 
but  not  allowed  to  vote  or  speak  without  permission.  A 
member  holding  a  Clearance  Card,  has  no  right  to  visit 
Temples. 

Sec.  6. — Every  Travelling  or  Clearance  Card  must  bear 
the  signature  of  the  R.  W.  G.  S.,  and  the  G.  W.  S.  of  the 
Grand  Temple  of  Canada,  or  a  fac  simile  thereof.  It  must 
be  signed  by  the  W.  C.  T.,  and  attested  by  the  W.  S.,  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  Temple  granting  it.  The  name  of  the 
holder  must  also  be  written  on«the  margin  in  his  or  her  own 
hand-writing. 

Sec.  7. — A  person  holding  a  Travelling  Card  that  has  ex- 
pired by  limitation,  can  make  application  to  his  or  her  own 
Temple  for  membership  as  if  the  time  had  not  expired  ;  but 
a  person  cannot  be  admitted  as  a  visitor  to  tl\e  Temple  on 
an  expired  Travelling  Card. 

Sec.  8. — A  member  receiving  a  Card  of  Clearance,  and 
wishing  to  deposit  said  Card,  shall  be  subject  to  ballot,  (re- 
quired a  majority  to  reject,)  and  shall  be  introduced  by  the 
Slarshal,  and  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 
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ARTICLE  XI.— By-Law.s. 

Sec.  1. — Any  Subordinate  Temple  [shall  be  at  liberty  to 
adopt  such  By-Laws  and  regnlationa  as  it  may  deem  advis- 
able ;  provided,  however,  that  no  By-Law,  Regulations,  or 
Order  of  Business  shall  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  or  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Temple. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Subordinate  Temple  shall  send  a  copy  of 
its  By-Laws  to  the  G.  W.  Secretary  for  examination  and 
correction  by  the  Grand  Temple,  and  a  copy  thereof  must 
be  deposited  with  the  G.  W.  S. 

ARTICLE  XII.— Pee  Oentage. 

Each  Subordinate  Temple  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Temple 
such  assessments  as  may  be  made  at  the  Annual  Session  of 
the  Grand  Temple. 

ARTICLE   XIII.— Password. 

No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  sit  in  the  Temple,  unless 
in  possession  of  the  Password,  and  clothed  in  appropriate 
Regalia  ;  and  no  member  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  F. 
W.,  unless  clear  of  any  charge  on  the  books  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  current  quarter. 

ARTICLE  XrV.— Chartees. 

A  proposition  to  surrender  the  charter  of  the  Temple 
shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least  fom'  weeks,  and  all  the  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  shall  be  duly  notified,  and  the  Charge  r 
shall  not  be  surrendered  as  long  as  nine  members  will  sus- 
tain the  Temple. 

ARTICLE  XV.— Amendments. 

Tliis  Constitution  shall  only  be  amended  at  an  Annaal 
Session  of  the  Grand  Temple  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  upon  a  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 
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MEETINGS. 

1.  A  regular  meeting  of  this  Temple   shall  be  held  on 

evening  of  each  week. 

2.  The  horn*  of  meeting  shall  be  o'clock  from  the  first 
of  October  to  the  first  of  April,  and  o'clock,  from  the 
first  of  April  to  the  first  of  October.  The  Temple  shaU  close 
punctually  at  ten  o'clock,  unless  two-thii-ds  of  the  members 
present  vote  to  the  contrar5\ 

FINES,    PENALTIES    AND  PRIVILEGES. 

FOR   ABSENCE. 

3.  The  officers  of  this  Temple,  for  absence  at  the  time  of 
calling  the  roll  at  any  regular  meeting,  shall  be  fined  as  fol- 
lows, viz  Worthy  C.  Templar,  Worthy  Vice  Templar,  Worthy 
Secretary,  Worthy  Financial  Secretary,  Worthy  Marshal, 
each       cents  ;  all  other  officers        cents. 

ABSENOE   OF   BOOKS. 

4.  For  neglecting  to  have  the  books  of  the  Temple  present 
at  any  regular  meeting,  a  fine  of  cents  shall  be  imposed 
for  each  neglect. 

FOR  REFCSING    TO   WATCH. 

5.  Members  who  shall  refuse  to  watch  with  the  sick  on 
the  nights  which  fall  to  them,  as  directed  in  No.  22,  of  these 
By-Laws,  when  notified  of  the  fact  by  the  Committee  for 
the  Sick,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  for  each  nig-ht  of  refusal* 
unless  they  furaish  substitutes,  or  give  the  Temple  good 
reasons  as  will  cause  tiiem  to  be  excused. 

FINES,— HOW  TO   BE   SETTLED. 

0.  All  fines  thus  imposed,  if  not  settled  at  the  time,  shall 
be  charged  by  the  W.  F.  S.  to  the  officer  or  member  from 
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whom  due,  and  shall  stand  against  said  officer  or  member 
as  regular  dues,  and  must  be  liquidated  to  entitle  him  or 
her  to  the  password,  and  the  privilege  of  voting. 


EXCUSES. 


7.  Sickness  or  absence  from  the  place  on  necessary  busi- 
ness shall  be  the  only  reasons  which  can  be  accepted  by  the 
W.  C.  T.  for  the  non-payment  of  fines.  No  other  excuse 
shall  be  accepted,  except  by  a  regular  motion  and  vote  of 
the  Temple. 


TATTLING    MEMBERS. 

8.  Any  member  of  this  Temple  who  shall  be  guQty  of  di- 
vulging the  name  of  another,  who  may  speak  or  vote  against 
a  candidate  for  initiation,  or  if  any  member  make  public  any 
of  the  business  or  transactions  of  this  Temple,  said  mem- 
ber shall  be  fined,  suspended,  or  expelled,  as  the  Temple 
may  direct ;  and,  if  fined,  the  fine  shall  not  be  less  than 

dollars 

9.  Any  member  of  this  Temple  who  shall  reply  to,  or  no- 
tice any  question  regarding  the  business,  passwords,  signs  or 
other  private  work  of  the  Order,  from  any  one  not  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing,  which  are  calculated  to  expose  matters 
which  should  be  confined  to  this  Temple,  shall  be  considered 
unworthy  of  membership,  and  may  be  expelled  by  vote  of 
the  Temple. 

DECORUM. 

10.  Any  member  who  shall  in  the  Temple  use  profane  or 
objectionable  and  improper  language,  or  refuse  to  obey  the 
command  of  the  Chair  when  called  to  order,  or  make  disre- 
spectful expressions  towards  the  officers  or  members  of  this 
Temple,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  for  each  offonce  fnot  ex- 
ceeding dollars,  or  expulsion,  as  tlie  Temple  may 
direct. 
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CONDUCT. 


11.  Members  who  shall  become  addicted  to  any  viciout  or 
immoral  habits,  which  will  injure  themselves  or  their  fam- 
ilies, and  disgrace  this  Order,'8hall  be  expelled. 
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INITIATION. 

12.  The  initiation  fee  of  this  Temple  shall  be,  for  each 
male  not  less  than  50  cents,  and  for  each  female  not  less 
than  25  cents. 

DUES. 

13.  To  meet  the  expenses  of  this  Temple,  members  shall 
pay  respectively  into  the  general  fund  as  follows  ;  Males, 

cents ;  Females        cents,  as    quarterly  dues,  payablt 
in  advance  at  the  commencement  of  each  quarter. 

DEOBEES. 

14.  The  fees  for  each  Degree  shall  be  25  cents,  the  amount 
to  accompany  the  application. 

CARDS. 

15.  Member?,  of  tii<i  Order  may  be  admitted  as  members 
of  this  Temp.t,  by  CarJy  on  payment  of  cents  by  males, 
and        cents  by  rema.les. 

16.  Members  wishing  a  Card  of  Clearance  from  the  Temple 
are  entitled  to  it  if  clear  on  the  books  of  the  W.  F.  S.,  on 
payment  of  25  cents  by  males,  and  12^  cents  by  females. 

FUNDS. — HOW   APPROPRIATED. 

17.  The  funds  of  this  Temple  shall  be  used  for  defraying 
the  necessary  expenses  of  tliis  Temple ;  and  to  pay  the  taxes 
levied  by  the  Grand  Temple. 

18.  No  money  shall  be  appropriated  or  used  for  other 
purposes  than  those  mentioned  in  No.  17  of  these  By-Laws, 
unless  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting  vote  to  do  so. 

COMMITTEES. 

19.  All  committees,  imless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members. 

20.  The  W.  C.  T.  shall,  on  the  night  of  his  installation, 
appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees  for  his  term : 
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A  Committee  on  Finance. 

A  Ck)mmittee  on  Care  of  the  sick. 

A  ptoom  Committee. 

FINANCE   -DUTIES     OF. 

21.  The  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee  are  to  examine 
and  Audit  bills  and  accoimts  presented  to  this  Temple  for 
payment,  and  at  the  close  of  the  term  examine  the  accounts 
of  the  W.  F.  S.  and  W.  T.,  and  report  the  state  of  the 
finances  to  the  Temple. 

CARE  OF  THE    SICK — DUTIES   QF 

22.  The  Committee  on  Care  of  the  Sick  shall  consist  of 
three  brothers  and  three  sisters.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  Committee  to  visit  all  members  reported  sick,  within 
twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  and  to  render  the  brother  or 
sister,  from  time  to  time,  such  assistance  within  their  power 
as  shall  appear  to  them  called  for,^  and  if  watchers  are  re- 
quired, they  shall  notify  two  members  for  each  night,  calling 
upon  them  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  upon  the  roll  of 
the  Temple.  Fines  for  non-compUance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  are  to  be  strictly  enforced.  Sec.  No.  5. 

ROOM  COMMITTEE — DUTIES  OF. 

23.  This  Committee  shall  see  that  the  room  is  in  order, 
and  the  refcaUa  always  in  readiness  for  meetings  of  the  Temple 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Temple  may  require. 

MISCELLANEOUS    SECTIONS. 

'     AGE  OF   CANDIDATES. 

24.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this 
Temple  who  is  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years. 

DEGREE   MEETINGS. 

25.  The  Degree  Meetings  of  this  Temple  shall  be  held 
every  in  the  month,  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Temple,  initiation  to  be  suspended  for  the  evening.  Notice 
must  be  given  by  the  W.  C.  T. ,  the  week  previous  to  the 
holding  of  the  Degree  Temple. 

26.  Suspended  members  shall,  in  all  cases,  present  them- 
selves for  reinstatement  within  fom*  weeks  after  the  time 
has  expired  for  which  they  are  suspended  (failing  in  this 
they  shall  be  declared  expelled) ;  and  when  re-instated  they 
shall  pay  the  whole  sum  due  £rom  them  up  to  that  time. 
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27.  No  officer  Rhall  be  declared  elected  who  has  not  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast,  i    •   ,  v| 

RESIGNATION. 

28.  Any  member  may  dissolve  his  or  hev  connection  with 
the  order  by  paying  all  demands  against  him  or  her  on  the 
books  of  the  Tempb,  and  teadering  his  or  her  writteii  res- 
ignation, when,  if  no  charge  appear  against  him  or  her,  the 
W.  C.  T.  shall  order  the  name  erased  as  hereinafter  provided. 

29.  Whenever  any  member  of  a  Temple  shall  give  notice 
of  withdrawal,  the  W.  C.  T.  shall,  in  all  cases,  permit  it  to 
lie  upon  the  table  for  two  weeks,  at  the  end  of  'Which  time 
if  no  charge  is  preferred  against  the  member,  and  he  is  clear 
upon  the  books,  and  has  hot  in  the  meantime  cancelled  his 
notice  of  withdrawal,  his  name  shall  be  ordered  erased.  At 
any  time  previous  to  the  member's  name  having  been  order- 
ed erased,  he  is  responsible  to  the  Temple  for  any  act  com- 
mitted before  the  reception  of  such  notice.  A  Inember 
giving  such  notice  may  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Temple, 
before  his  name  has  been  ordered  erased,  withdraw  his  notice, 
in  which  case  he  shall  not  be  regarded  as  having  left  the 
Order  at  all. 

A  member  whose  name  has  been  ordered  erased  can  be  re- 
stored to  membersliip  only  by  being  proposed  and  initiated. 

30.  The  amount  of  the  bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Temple  shall  be  One  Hundred  Dollars,  but  this  amount  may 
at  any  time  be  increased  by  a  vote  of  the  Temple.^ 

31.  No  part  of  these  By-Laws  shall  be  repealed,  altered, 
or  annulled,^  unless  a  notice  to  that  effect  be  presented  in 
writing  to  the  Temple,  which  shall  he  over  iwo  weeks  be- 
fore action  shall  be  taken  thereon,  when,  if  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  vote  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  it  shall 
be  adopted,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Temple. 


*  Unless  a  Temple  is  incorporated  a  bond  is  of  no  legal  value. 
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DUTIES  AND  PRIVILEGES   OF  W.  C.  T. 


1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  C.  T.  to  preserve  order,  anal 
endeavour  to  conduct  all  business  before  the  Temple  to  a  speed> 
and  proper  result. 

2.  He  shall  state  every  question  properly   presented  tc  f.l 
Temple ;  and  before  putting  it  to  vote  shall  ask,  "  Is  the  '^  ' 
ready  for  the  question?"  Should   no  member  offer  i^ 

shall  rise  to  put  it,  and  after  he  has  risen  no  membt;r  ■ ) 
allowed  to  speak  upon  it. 

3.  The  W .  C.  T.  shall  have  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  ^ 

in  ordinary  cases  he  shall  not  vote.  He  shall  announc  <  j^es 
and  decisions.  His  decisions  on  points  of  order  shall  not  be  de- 
bateable,  unless  entertaining  doubts,»he  shall  invite  discussion. 

4.  He  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to  other 
meiiibers  of  the  Temple,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose  ; 
and  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Temple 
by  any  member.  On  such  an  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once. 

5.  When  an  appeal  is  made  from  the  decision  of  the  W.  C.  T;. 
he  shall  put  the  question  thus  :  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair 
be  sustained  ?" 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer,  and  the  privil- 
ege of  any  member  of  the  Temple,  to  cull  a  member  to  order  who 
violates  an  established  rule  of  order. 

7. — MoTiOKd — A  motion  must  be  seconded  and  repeated  from 
the  Chair  or  read  aloud  before  it  is  debated.  A  motion  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  if  any  member  require  it. 

8.  Any  member  having  made  a  motion,  may  withdrj^w  it,  with 
leave  of  its  seconder,  before  it  is  debated,  but  not  afterwards 
without  leave  of  the  Temple, 

9.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment,  shall  be  in  order,  but  to 
amend  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  shall  not  be  entertained. 

10.  An  amendment  destroying  or  altering  the  intention  of  a 
motion  shall  be  in  order,  but  an  amendment  relating  to  a  differ- 
ent subject  shall  not  t*e  in  order. 

11.  On  an  anlendment  to  "strike  out  and  insert  "the  para^ 
graph  to  be  amended  shall  first  be  read  as  it  stands,  then  the 
woids  proposed  to  be  struck  out  and  to  be  inserted,  and  finally 
the  paragraph  as  it  would  stand  if  so  amended . 

12.  On  a  call  for  a  division  on  the  question,  the  majority  shall 
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decide ,    Tlie  call  can  only  be  granted  when  the  *Ji vision  called 
for  will  leave  distinct  and  entire  propositions. 

13.  Debate. — When  a  member  speaks  or  offers  a  motion,  he 
or  she  shall  rise  and  respectfully  address  the  W.  C.  T.,  confining 
attention  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoiding  per- 
Honality  or  unbecoming  languaze. 

14.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order,  he  shall  take  his  seat 
until  the  point  is  determined. 

15.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
ilfe  presiding  ofiBcer  shall  decide  which  is  entitled  te  the  floor. 

16.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  nor  longer  than 
iive  minutes  each  time,  on  any  question,  without  leave  of  the 
Temple,  which  leave  shall  be  granted  or  refused  without  debate. 

17.  While  a  member  is  spealcing  no  one  shall  interrupt  except 
for  the  purpose  of  calling  him  to  order,  or  asking  of  the  presiding 
officer  leave  to  explain  or  call  the  previous  question.  A  member 
allowed  "to  explain"  shall  only  have  a  right  to  explain  an 
actual  misunderstanding  of  language,  and  shall  be  strictly  pro- 
hibited from  going  into  debate  on  the  merits  of  the  case. 

18.  For  any  member  in  speakins;  to  imt>each  the  motives  of  a 
fellow-member,  or  to  treat  such  with  personal  disrespect,  shall 
be  deemed  a  violation  of  order,  which  may  incur  the  censure  of 
the  presiding  officer  or  the  Temple. 

19.  if  any  member  feels  personally  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of 
the  Chair  he  or  she  may  appeal  from  such  decision. 

20.  Any  conversation  by  whispering  or  otherwise  which  is 
calculated  to  disturb  a  member  while  speaking,  or  hinder  tlic 
transaction  of  business  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  order  and 
if  persisted  in,  shall  incur  censure. 

21.  Privileged  Questions — When  a  question  is  l>eforo  the 
Temple,  the  only  motion  in  order  shall  be,  Ist.  to  adjourn  ;  2nd. 
the  previous  question  ;  .'Ird.  to  lay  on  the  table  ;  4th  to  postpone 
indctinitely  ;  5th.  to  postpone  to  a  definite  period  ;  6th.  to  refer; 
7th.  to  divide,  ii  the  sense  will  admit  of  it ;  8th.  to  amend,  to 
take  precedence  as  herein  arranged. 

22.  When  the  previous  question  is  moved  and  seconded,  it 
shall  only  be  pub  in  this  fonn  :  "Shall  the  main  question  now 
be  put  without  further  delay  ?"  It  shall  not  be  in  order  to  re- 
consider the  agreement  to  take  the  previous  question. 

23.  When  a  motion  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  come 
up  again  during  the  session. 

24.  Ap.iournmknt— A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order,  except,  1st.  when  a  member  is  in  posession  of  the  floor  ; 
2nd.  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called  ;  3rd.  when  the 
members  are  voting  ;  4th.  when  it  has  been  decided  that  the 
previous  question  shall  bo  taken. 

25.  /V  motion  to  adjourn  simply  cannot  \h»  amended,  but  a 
motion  to  adjourn  to  a  given  time  shall  be  open  to  debate. 
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26.  Questions  not  Debateable— Ist.  a  motion  to  adjourn, 
when  to  adjourn  simply  ;  2nd.  a  motion  to  lay  on.  the  table 
when  claiming  privilege  over  another  motion  ;  3rd.  a  motion  to 
the  previous  question  ;  4th.  a  motion  to  reconsider  ;  5th.  a  mo- 
tion to  read  a  paper  ;  6th.  a  motion  to  take  up  particular  items 
of  business  ;  a  question  of  order  when  not  appealed  from  the 
decision  of  the  W.  C.  T.  or  not  submitted  by  him  to  the  Temple* 

27.  The  reading  of  any  paper,  called  for,  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject under  debate,  shall  always  be  in  order. 

28.  Taking  Vote — When  the  presiding  officer  has  commenced 
taking  a  vote,  no  further  debate  or  remark  will  be  admitted  un- 
less  a  mistake  has  be^n  made,  in  ."^hich  case  the  mistake  may  be 
rectifled,  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  re-commenoe  taking  the 
vote. 

29.  When  the  decision  of  any  question  is  doubted  the  presid' 
ing  officer  shall  direct  the  Marshall  to  count  the  vote  in  the  af- 
tirmative  and  negative  and  report  the  same  to  him. 

30.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Temple  may 
1)6  called  for  by  two  members  and  upon  the  assent  of  one-third  of 
the  members  present,  shall  be  so  taken.  They  may  be  called  for 
at  any  time  before  a  permanent  decision  of  the  vote  by  the 
Chair. 

31.  In  taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  after  the  roll  is  called 
the  result  shall  be  read  aloud,  to  rectify  mistakes,  if  any,  after 
which  the  W.  S.  shall  hand  the  vote  to  the  VV.  C.  T.  who  shall 
announce  same. 

32.  In  voting  by  yeas  and  nays  all  present  in  regular  standing 
in  the  Temple  must  vote  unless  excused  by  the  Temple  ;  but  no 
member  shall  vote  who  was  not  in  the  room  at  the  time  the 
question  was  put.  A  motion  for  excuse  shall  be  put  without 
debate. 

33.  Filling  Blanks— When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled  by  the 
names  of  persons,  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  names  in  the  order 
of  their  nominations  ;  but  when  a  blank  is  to  be  filled  by  any 
sums  of  money  or  time  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  put 
on  the  largest  sum  and  the  most  remote;  time. 

34.  Reconsideration  and  Appeal— A  ciuestioa  may  be  re- 
considered any  time  during  the  session  or  the  first  regular  session 
held  thereafter, but  a  motion  for  reconsideration  being  once  made 
and  decided  in  the  negative  shall  not  be  renewed  before  the  next 
regular  session. 

35.  A  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  an<l  seconded  by 
members  who  voted  in  the  majority.  No  (juestion  shall  be  re- 
considered more  than  once,  nor  shall  a  vote  to  consider  be  re- 
considered. To  consider  a  rosolution,  &c.,  the  decision  of  which 
has  officially  passed  out  of  the  Temple,  Bhali  not  be  in  order. 

.%.  A  motion  to  repeal  a  resolution  shall  be  ottered  in  writ- 
ing, and  announced  at  a  regular  session,  two  weeks  befoie  ac. 
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tion  shall  be  taken  on  the  sa.me,  and  shall  only  be  in  order  when 
the  motion  to  reconsider  is  no  longer  availaible. 

37.  GommiUets  and  their  Reports — ^Theofle  first  named  in  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  snail  be  chairman  of  the  same,  and 
3nall  call  the  committee  together  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  or 
she  may  select ;  but  when  thus  convened  any  committee  may  se- 
lect its  own  chairman  and  secretary. 

38.  Ail  reports  of  committees  except  reports  of  progress  shall 
be  made  in  writins  and  signed  by  a  majority. 

39.  When  a  majority's  repoit  is  followed  by  a  report  from  the 
minority  of  a  committee,  the  former  shall  lie  upon  the  table  until 
the  latter  is  presented,  after  which,  on  motion,  either  may  or 
may  not  be  considered. 

40.  When   a  report  has  been  read  it  shall  be  considered  as 
((.properly  before  the  Temple,  without  a  motion  to  accept. 
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•  CHAPTER  I — Name  and  Location. 

1.  A  Temple  Gannot  change  its  mime  or  location  without 
permission  from  the  Grand  Temple. 

CHAPTER  II— VlOLik-TION  OV  the  pledge  or  OBLICJATIOlf. 

1.  Tlio  mannfactm'e,  sale  and  use  of  cider  or  wine,  fer- 
mented or  unfermented;  or  any  kind  of  spirituous  or  malt 
Liquofs,  or  any  kind  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage, 
whether  enumerated  in  the  pledge  or  not,  is  a  violation  of 
the  same,  and  the  simple  facts  of  the  manufacture,  sale  or 
use  of  such  drinks  })y  a  member,  shall  be  j»rt»na/ac^ie  evidence 
against  such  member  on  a  trial  for  violation  of  the  pledge  so 
as  to  devolve  on  the  accused  the  necessity  of  proving  that 
they  were  not  manufactured,  sold  or  used  as  a  beverage,  ex- 
cept an  agent  or  officer  of  the  law  acting  officially. 

2.  A  member  of  our  Order  signing  a  requisition  praying 
that  a  license  be  gratlte<l  to  soil  any  of  the  liquors  prohibited 
by  the  pledge,  or  advertising  the  sale  of  such  liquors  in  a 
paper  under  his  control,  violates  his  pledge. 

3.  Any  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  pay  over  money  to  th« 
Treasurer  or  other  parties,  who  fails  to  do  so,  violates  his 
obligation. 

4.  The  iise  of  Ginger  Wine  as  a  beverage  is  a  violation  of 
the  pledge. 

6.  A  Good  Templar  becoming  surety  for  an  applicant  for 
ft  tavern  license  violates  his  obligation. 

6.  The  use  of  brandy  in  the  culinary  art  by  a  Good  Tem- 
plar is  a  violation  of  the  pledge. 

CHAPTER  III— Thk  Pledue. 

1.  A  physician's  prescription  or  certifioato  shall  not  neces- 
sarily reheve  a  member  from  a  charge  for  violation  of  the 
pledge. 
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2.  A  Temple  shall  have  no  right  to  require  its  members 
to  take  any  pledge  other  than  that  laid  down  in  our  Bitual, 
neither  shall  it  inflict  any  penalty  for  violation  of  the  pledge, 
except  that  laid  down  in  the  Oonstitutkni  and  Law  of  the 
Order. 

CHAPTER  IV.  —Offences,  Trials  awd  Penalties. 

1.  A  member  convicted  of  a  crime  by  any  judieial  tiibunal 
may  be  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  the  Temple,  with- 
out any  formal  charge,  notioe  or  trial. 

2.  If  a  member  acknowledge  tlie  violation  of  tlie  pledge, 
the  W.  C.  T.  shall  declai'e  forfeited  all  honors  previously 
earned  by  such  member,  and  at  once  call  for  a  ballot  on  the 
question  of  inflicting  one  of  the  penalties  prescribed  on  the 
Constitution,  and  the  penalty  decided  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast,  shall  at  once  be  imposed,  and  the  party 
having  violated  his  pledge  shall  not  be  permitted  to  sit  in 
the  Temple  while  the  penalty  is  being  discussed  or  the  vote 
being  taken. 

8.  Any  member  who  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  a 
member  has  violated  the  pledge,  or  been  guilty  of  conduct 
imbeeoming  a  member  of  the  Order,  shall  prefer  a  charge  in 
writing,  stating  the  nature  of  the  offence,  the  time,  place  and 
oircumstances,  as  near  as  may  be,  ot  its  commission. 

4.  An  acknowledgement,  peraonally  or  written,  by  a 
member,  of  a  violation  of  the  pledge,  is  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  our  constitution,  and  the  Temple  may,  without 
delay,  accord  the  penalty  prescribed  by  Law. 

6.  In  a  trial  for  violation  of  the  pledge,  or  any  other  of- 
fence, it  is  the  dutj  of  the  committee  to  notify  the  accused 
of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  for  the  trial,  and  notice  by 
mail  after  a  reasonable  time  is  u  legal  and  sufficient  notice. 

6.  In  examination  of  any  charge  against  a  member  the 
committee  may  receive  evidence  from  any  person  whether  a 
member  or  not,  and  the  committee  shall  decide  upon  the 
(Valueof  such  evidence  and  give  it  due  weight. 

7.  A  member  feeling  aggrieved  at  the  action  of  the  Tem- 
ple, and  appealing  therefrom,  does  not  thereby  suspend  the 
act  of  the  Temple  or  Deputy,  for  tlio  higher  decision   whicli 
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kas  been  obtained  is  binding  until  reversed  hy  a  still  higher 
authority. 

8.  A  Temple  has  no  right  to  investigate  charges  preferred 
against  a  Grand  Officer  of  anything  done  in  his  official 
capacity. 

9.  If  a  member  violates  the  pledge,  and  requests  his  name 
erased  from  the  constitution  before  a  charge  can  be  preferred 
the  Temple  is  not  justified  in  granting  such  request. 

10.  When  a  number  of  parties  are  to  be  expelled  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  tliey  must  be  balloted  for  separately,  and 
with  ball  ballots. 

11.  A  Temple  forfeits  its  Charter  by  striking  out  of  the 
pledge  the  word  "  cider." 

12.  A  Temple  violates  the  Constitution  by  "  excusing  a 
member  "  who  has  violated  the  pledge,  and  omitt'ug  to  in- 
flict a  penalty. 

13.  Subordinate  Temples  shall  not  hold  dancing  parties 
in  connection  witl.  the  meetings  of  Temples,  or  imder  the 
auspices  of  om*  Oraer,  and  any  Temple  disregarding  this  law 
shall  be  fined  or  suspended,  or  shall  forfeit  its  Charter,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Temple. 

14.  Any  member  refusing  to  appear  before  an  investigat- 
ing committee  as  a  witness,  is  guilty  of  contempt,  and  may 
be  expelled  at  the  end  of  the  customary  two  weeks  unless  a 
satisfactory  excuse  is  given. 

15.  A  charge  must  be  signed  by  a  member  of  the  Temple 
of  which  the  accused  is  a  member. 

16.  Whenever  a  reprimand  is  inflicted  as  a  penalty,  the 
W.  C.  T.  must  give  the  reprimand  in  open  Temple. 

17.  If  a  member  in  possession  of  a  clearance  card  from 
the  G.  T. ,  shall  be  guHty  of  an  offence,  a  charge  shall  be 
made  to  the  G.  W.  C.  T.,  or  his  Deputy,  who  shall  transfer 
th'  A  to  the  Subordinate  Temple  in  the  vicinity  of  tlie  accus- 

. '  A,  for  trial  in  the  usual  form  ;  and  in  case  of  a  conviction , 
che  G.  T.  shall  be  notified  of  the  action. 

CHAPTER  v.— Membership. 

1.  A  proposition  for  membership  shall  not  be  withdrawn 
after  it  has  boon  referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation 
withoiit  the   consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

2.  Tlie  name  of  a  person  constitutionally  rejected,  sus- 
prnded  or  expelled,  shall  not  be  published  in  any  other 
manner  tliun  tlio  usual  notice  to  Temples. 
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S.  The  character  of  a  candidate  for  membership  may  be 
discussed  in  the  Temple  any  time  after  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee of  investigation,  and  previous  to  the  ballot  being 
taken,  but  after  the  ballot,  it  is  improper  to  call  on  a  mem- 
ber for  the  reason  of  his  vote.  The  name  to  be  balloted  for 
should  be  always  read  openly  in  the  Temple. 

4.  Any  action  of  a  Temple  in  reference  to  an  individual 
proposed  for  membership  therein,  without  his  or  her  consent, 
is  invahd  and  void ;  but  any  person  having  been  proposed 
after  giving  such  consent,  cannot  previous  to  election  or  re- 
jection, be  proposed  in  any  other  Temple. 

5.  The  adoption  of  honoraiy  membership  by  Subordinate 
Temples  is  illegal. 

6.  A  clerk  who  sells  liquor  in  a  store  cannot  be  a  member 
of  our  Order. 

7.  A  member  who  has  obtained  the  Password  in  any  ille- 
*?al  manner,  shall  not  be  considered  in  possession  of  the 
same,  and  not  be  allowed  a  seat  in  the  lodge-room,  and 
should  be  disciplined  for  so  obtaining  it. 

8.  Wlien  a  person  is  once  admitted  to  membership  to 
lodge  no  irregularity  on  the  part  of  a  lodge,  as  to  such  ad- 
mission, can  effect  the  good  standing  of  such  member  in 
said  lodge. 

CHAPTER  VI— Visitors. 

1.  Visitors  sliall  not  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the 
special  business  deliberations  of  the  Temple,  or  vote  on  any 
question. 

2.  Visitors  may  propose  persons  for  membership,  assist 
in  the  ceremonies  of  initiation  and  take  part  in  the  exercises 
and  discussions  under  the  head  of  "  Good  of  the  Order." 

3.  A  Subordinate  Temple  cannot  deny  admission  to  any 
member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing  without  a  reasonable 
cause. 

CHAPTER  VII.— Officeks. 

1.  If  a  Temple  has  no  member  constitutionally  qualified 
or  willing  to  accept  the  office  of  W.  C.  T.,  it  shall  be  taken 
charge  of  by  the  Temple  Deputy,  or  County  Deputy,  who 
sliall  preside  over  the  same  until  the  disability  is  removed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  W.  C.  T.  and  W.  V.  T.the  senior 
P.  W.  C.  T.  present  shall  preside,  which  seniority  shall  be 
governed  by  the  date  of  the  service. 

3.  The  presiding  officer  has  not  the  power  to  order  the 
Secretary  to  erase  any  portion  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
session,  on  the  groimd  that  said  portion  was  illegal.     The 
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minutes  sliould  show  what  actually  took   place,   be  it  legal 
or  otherwise.  ' 

4.  A.  W.  C.  T.  refusing  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  his 
Temple,  until  reversed  by  a  higher  power,  forfeits  his  seat 
and  honors. 

5.  A  W.  C.  T.  has  no  right  to  discuss  any  question  more 
or  less  before  putting  it  to  the  vote. 

6.  A  W.  C.  T.  has  the  right  to  vote  at  the  election  of 
officers,  the  same  as  any  other  member. 

7.  No  officer,  Grand  or  Subordinate  has  the  power  to 
grant  a  dispensation  to  confer  the  Degrees  on  any  party  un- 
der the  age  prescribed  by  the  Constitution. 

8.  A  Deputy  has  no  power  to  deputise  or  authorize  a  P. 
\V.  C.  T.,  or  any  other  pei'son  to  install  officers. 

9.  A  presiding  officer  who  wilfully  destroys  papers  or 
other  property  of  the  Temple  or  Order,  forfeits  his  office  and 
honors. 

10.  A  Deputy  using  the  Quarterly  Password,  which  he 
has  officially  received  from  the  G.  W.  S.,  for  the  piLrpose  of 
working  hir  way  into  his  Temple,  while  at  the  same  time  he 
has  not  paid  Ins  Quarterly  dues,  thereby  forfeits  his  com- 
mls  ion  and  is  liable  to  a  charge  for  violation  of  obligation. 

11.  The  W.  F.  S.,  cannot  erase  a  member's  name  on  being 
privately  requested  to  do  so.  The  case  must  come  before 
the  Temple,  and  the  erasure  ordered  from  the  chair. 

12.  In  the  election  of  officers,  in  case  it  appears  some 
fraud  has  been  practised  or  mistake  occun-ed,  a  new  election 
shall  at  once  be  held,  and  in  all  cases  the  old  officers  will 
retain  then*  seats  until  their  successors  are  legally  in- 
stalled. 

13.  A  Temple  Deputy  can  hold  any  elective  office  except 
that  of  W.  C.  T. 

14.  A  W.  C.  T.  cannot  hold  office  as  T.  D,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  a  newly  organized  Temple,  where  he  may 
act  as  Temple  Deputy  at  the  same  time. 

16.  No  vote  of  want  of  confidence  in  a  \V.  C.  T.,  can 
compel  liim  to  resign  his  office. 

16.  The  G.  W.  C.  T.,  or  his  Deputy,  has  the  right  to  en- 
ter a  Subordinate  Temple  and  demand  the  chair,  when  said 
1 1  mple  is  working  unconstitutionally. 

17.  No  officer  of  the  Grand  Temple  or  Deputy  of  the  G. 
W.  C.  T.,  can  be  denied  by  any  Subordinate  Temple  Mie 
privilege  of  visiting  it  in  his  official  capacity. 

18.  An  officer  elect   absent   at  installation,   an  election 
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should  at  once  take  place  to  fill  such  vacancy,  that  the  of- 
ficers may  all  be  installed  at  once.  Installation  by  proxy  is 
not  permitted. 

CHAPTER  VIII.— Honors  and  Cards. 

1.  A  member  joining  a  Temple  by  Card  carries  with 
him,  and  is  entitled  to  all  his  unforfeited  honors.  The  rank 
of  such  member  should  be  stated  in  the  Card. 

2.  A  member  losing  his  connection  with  the  Order  by 
suspension,  or  voluntary  resignation,  cannot  claim  any  hon- 
ors when  he  again  connects  himself  with  the  Order ;  and 
eny  member  acknowledging  or  convicted  of  violating  the 
pledge  shall  forfeit  aU  honors  previously  earned. 

8.  A  person  resigning  his  connection  with  th<^  Order  has 
no  right  to  the  pri^eges  of  the  Temple  during  *;he  balance 
of  the  quarter  for  which  he  may  have  paid  the  dues. 

4.  A  member  holding  an  expired  Clearance  Card,  can  only 
be  re-admitted  by  re-election  and  initiation. 

CHAPTER  IX.— Finance. 

1.  The  initiation  fee,  quarterly  dues,  assessments  or  fines 
of  any  members  may  be  remitted  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the 
members  at  any  meeting  of  the  Temple  after  one  week's  no- 
tice has  been  given. 

2.  A  member  taking  a  card  and  paying  his  dues  for  a  year 
in  advance,  and  depositing  such  in  another  Temple,  is  liable 
for  quarterly  dues  at  the  commencement  of  the  following 
quarter  after  said  deposit  of  Card,  and  must  pay  them  if 
demanded,  the  same  as  other  members  before  he  can  receive 
the  password. 

CHAPTER  X.— Miscellaneous. 

1,  Any  member  wishing  to  appeal  must  give  notice  of 
such  appeal  at  the  time  when  the  decision  appealed  against 
is  given. 

2.  A  W.  C.  T.  may  communicate  the  Quarterly  or  Trav- 
elling Password  to  a  travelling  brother,  when  requested  to 
do  80  by  the  W.  C.  T.  of  his  Temple,  in  writing,  under  the 
seal  of  Temple. 

8.  A  member  who  fails  to  be  re-obUgated  within  four 
weeks  from  the  time  he  was  found  guilty,  or  acknowledged 
he  violated  Article  2,  is  declared  expelled  without  any  fur- 
ther vote. 
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4.  BusineBS  must  be  transacted  under  the  proper  order, 
but  the  Temple  may  at  any  time,  by  motion,  suspend  the 
''•rder  of  business,  and  take  up  any  particular  order. 

5.  The  mourning  badge  of  the  Order  shall  be  black  crape, 
worn  on  the  left  arm.  The  official  badges  and  emblems 
may  be  draped  in  mourning. 

6.  The  name  of  a  regularly  admitted  member  shall  in  no 
case  be  erased  from  the  Charter. 

7.  Any  number  of  candidates  for  initiation  may  be  ballot- 
ed for  at  one  ballot,  provided  always  that  at  the  request  of 
any  one  member,  the  candidates  shall  be  balloted  for  sep- 
arately. 

8.  A  Temple  cannot  take  a  vote  to  do  away  with  the 
wearing  of  white  regalia. 

9.  A  motion  to  reconsider  must  always  be  made  by  those 
voting  in  the  majority. 

CHAPTER  XL— Amendments.

This  code  of  laws  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  or 
any  part  thereof,  except  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Grand 
Temple.
